HEALTH 01'- OUR CITY. 


There is co h&lp for us. Tho reputation 


of Newport as n salubrious summer re-side nco 
is seriously questioned, and tho questioning 
ia doing us much harm. 'Iho subject is dis- 
cussed in tbo medical journals, in fashion 
papers,—everywhere. Much that Is said is 
manifestly unjust and altogelher uncalled 
for.bul it does no g6od lo deny it so long as 
tho doctors aro all on tbo other side. Via 
must Ihereforo lake such measures as arc 
needed to regain our lost reputatiou.for Now- 
port is rnuch'tnoro largely dependent on her 
good name lhau is moat other cilies. In 
other words wo must havo a Board of Health 
that is compelcnt and willing lo look after 
those vital interests. Such a Board can do 
us no harm and It may do us but litllo good, 
except as Its existence affects our general 
reputation. lo this caso Iho diflioully is not 
wilh facts so much as wilh misconceptions 
and fears ; and tho parlies lo bo appeased 
aro nol our own citixens, but Bitch ns aro In- 
clined lo coiao lo us from abroad. Witness 
tbo following from the editorial pages of tho 
Toledo Medical sincl Surgical Journal:— 


If liavon Leibig modo so.ip tho index of a 


nation's civilization, then a clean 
city 


should bo a civilized cily. 
When vfo use 


the,5vord clean, wo mean it in a scientific 
eeuso, for it is n self ovident fact that wilh 
tho modem molhoda of gottinr; rid of the 
debris of n crowded city, its external ap. 
pcaranco may be- fair and comely, while 
wilhin it is full of uncleanness. 
This fact 


is brought forcibly to our mind by Iho re- 
ceipt of a copy of Ilia Newport, li. I., 
Daily News, containing an open letter from 
Dr. Horatio n. Storer, who is at present 
residing there. 
It seems there is a great

During tho past winler a 
most dangerous endemic bos broken out, 
resulting in many cases of sudden death;

"Yet," says Dr. S., 
"it (Iho cily) could easily bo mado and kepi 
perfectly sweet and clean. This Is not the 
question of privoto rights and their possible 
infringement. We have all tho right to 
liro, and no man has the right lo endanger 
his neighbor. 
But, alas 1 It cannot bo maflo 
usweet aud clean," because there aro no 
persons In lhal city "who aro legally em- 
powered lo order Ibo nbatement of nuisan- 
ces wherever found esisling;" in olhcr 
words, i I is n city without n ''Board of 
Health."
